HE Irish fight for freedom is be-

but in this country as well. With

The fact is that these marauders are 
neither good Irishmen nor good Amer- 
icans.” But all of those fighting the 
battles of Ireland in America are not 
of that stamp by any means. United 
States senators, ex-senators, governors 
of states, representatives in congress 
and other high officials have been very 
active in the Irish cause. A strong 
fight has been made to have our gov- 
ernment recognize the Irish republic, 
and the plea has been based largely on 
President Wilson’s principle of self- 
determination for small countries. Ap- 
pearing before the secretary of state, 
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Frank P. Walsh, chairman of the Amer- 
ican commission on Irish independ- 
ence, declared that the United States 
had always stood for the recognition 
of small nationalities in their struggle 
for freedom. “If the back of the pres- 
ent government of the United States is 
turned upon us,” he declared, “it will 
be the first time since the days of 
Washington that this has been done.” 
The government was also begged to 
protest at the court of St. James against 
the atrocities of the British in Ireland. 
Senator Gore of Okla. in a speech in 
Philadelphia, urged that America and 
the world should “help remove the 
shackles from Ireland.” He added: “I 
wish England might yet see it would 
contribute as much to her interest as 
to her glory to adjust this age-long 
quarrel.” 

A delegation of New Jersey Irish 
headed by E. F. Kincaid, former mem- 
ber of congress, made a strong plea for 
the recognition of Ireland. At a pub- 
lic meeting in Washington held by this 
delegation a priest, a rabbi and a min- 
ister of the Episcopal church spoke 
from the same platform in behalf of 
Ireland. 

The city council of Cleveland, Ohio, 
adopted a resolution calling upon the 
government to recognize the republic 
of Ireland. De Valera, as “president 
of the Irish republic,’ made a formal 
written application for - recognition, 
and every embassy and legation in 
Washington got a copy of “Ireland’s 
request to the government of the Unit- 
ed States for recognition as a sover- 
eign independent state.” 

During the consideration of the dip- 
lomatic appropriation bill Representa- 
tive Mason of Ill, Rep., offered an 
amendment providing a salary of $10,- 
000 for a minister to Ireland. This 
could not be done, of course, since the 
government had not recognized the 
Irish republic, and the amendment was 
knocked out on a point of order. 

One agency active in keeping the 
Irish question before the public is the 
committee of 100 organized by Oswald 
G. Villard, editor of the Nation, New 
York. Among the prominent members 
of this committee are former Gov. Jo- 
seph W. Folk of Missouri, Jane Addams 
of Chicago, and Senator Walsh of Mass. 
The committee is in no sense official 
but many prominent persons of both 
the United States and Ireland have ap- 
peared before it to testify, and atroci- 
ties in Ireland have been related in 
detail. There have been 53,000 of these 
outrages since 1916, according to a re- 
port filed with the committee. 

The British embassy was invited to 
appear before the committee but de- 
clined with the statement that it could 
not approve the purpose of the organi- 
zation which would only result in the 
spreading of propaganda. An invita- 
tion to testify on conditions in Ireland 
was also sent to Sir Edward Carson, 
the Ulster Unionist leader, who replied 
as follows: “As far as I can ascertain 
such commission has no mandate or 
authority from the British government, 
which alone has the right to deal with 
the internal affairs of the United King- 
dom, I feel certain that all true Amer- 
icans who desire close friendship be- 
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tween their country and ours will re- 
sent such unwarranted interference 
with the affairs of a foreign friendly 
state.” 

The invitation was accepted, how- 
ever, by Mrs. Terence MacSwiney, wid- 
ow of the late lord mayor of Cork, who 
came to the United States and was re- 
ceived everywhere with acclamation. 
She and the sister of the late mayor 
told of frightful conditions, especially 
in Cork, their native city. 

Another witness to appear before the 
committee was Donal O’Callaghan, the 
present lord mayor of Cork. To get 
to America he had to come as a stow- 
away and without passport. This pre- 
cipitated a contest which caused a great 
display of feeling on the part of the 
Irish and their friends and resulted in 
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contradictory rulings .in two govern- 
ment departments. The state depart- 
ment opposed the admission of O’Cal- 
laghan without a passport, but the sec- 
retary of labor paroled him on his own 
recognizance and thas permitted him to 
accomplish his purpose by appearing 
before the committee of 100. 

He told the commiitte he had not slept 
in his own house for two years, which 
in the meantime had been raided eight 
times by the British, and that he had 
carried on the municipal administra- 
tion as best he could from where he 
happened to be. He told of the burning 
of Cork by the British and police, and 
declared that the city officials were in 
daily fear of arrest or assassination. 
In addition to his oral testimony Mayor 
O’Callaghan filed 30 affidavits giving 
details of burnings, robberies, killings 
and tortures. 

In the meantime the fight over the 
deportation of the mayor ordered by 
the state department went on. The la- 
bor department in spite of the ruling 
of the acting secretary of state, deter-

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mined that O’Callaghan’s status was 
that of a seaman and permitted him to 
land for the purpose of reshipping on 
board any vessel bound for a foreign 
port “unless the secretary of state di- 
rects that he be kept on his vessel.” 

Delegations went to the state depart- 
ment -and argued that O’Callaghan 
should be admitted as a refugee, just as 
Louis Kossuth of Hungary was 70 year: 
ago. Other precedents eited were th: 
refusal of England to deport Garibald 
for political activities in Italy; the re 
fusal of Switzerland to surrender an 
of the royal refugees in that country 
and even the refusal of Holland to su: 
render the former kaiser. The state «& 
partment, however, would not  yiek 
and it was at last sustained by the pres: 
dent, who.is said to have intervened an< 
pointed out that in the present stat. 
of world unrest every precaution shou! 
be taken to prevent the United State: 
from being made the base of plotting 
against friendly nations. 

Severe criticism of the action of th 
state department was voiced by Sen: 
tor Reed of Mo., who declared tha 
O'Callaghan was being ordered back t 
prison or death. “Let any governme: 
do this deed,” he said, “and curses, ha 
tred and contempt will be and ought t 
be visited on the perpetrator of tha! 
act for hundreds’ of years to come. 
speak as a United States senator and 
part of aresponsibdle government.” ‘Tl 
senator called the mayor of Cork a po 
itical refugee, and declared that Ame 
ica had always been a refuge for such ; 
he. He also spoke of Great Britain ; 
being “in default of her interest on $4 
500,000,000"—reference being to the su 
owed the United States on account 
war expenditures. 

Senator Walsh of Mass., speaking o 
the same occasion, put the blame f« 
the present troubles in Ireland to son 
extent on the United States. “The pec 
ple of Ireland believed,” he said, 
the principles enunciated by our cou 
try and by our allies in the war, and 
not only believed them, but were mov: 
to action because of them. The sac 
thing of the war is that poor and hum 
ble peoples were led to believe that 
last the day had come when tyrann 
was to be removed from every part 0! 
the world.” 

The untrammeled freedom of Iris! 
propagandists in the United Stat: 
is illustrated by the fact that Eamo: 
de Valera, “president of the Irish 
public,” resided here for a year and 
half and carried on with all his mig 
work for the cause of Ireland. Leavi 
finally of his own free will he went | 
France, and there he was informed b 
the government that he might stay 
long as he remained quiet, but any 
tempt at propaganda would cause h 
immediate deportation. 

But the Irish have not escaped sev: 
criticism in America, especially wil 
regard to such actions as tearing dow 
and burning the British flags. Suc 
actions were generally condemned, a! 
the Irish were accused—even by so! 
of their own race—of being extremis! 
and hurting their own cause. Refe! 
ring to such an incident, the New York 
Tribune remarked: “To tear down th 
British flag in New York is scarcely 
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good way to induce our people to assist 
in elevating the Irish flag in Dublin.” 

In active opposition to the Irish move- 
ment is the Loyal Coalition, an organi- 
zation with headquarters in Boston, 
whose purpose is to conduct a campaign 
of publicity against interference in 
Irish affairs by this country. They have 
had delivered and published addresses 
by such Anglophiles as Rear-Admiral 
Sims, whose “blood-is-thicker-than-wat- 
er” speech in England many years ago 
caused him to be reprimanded by the 
avy department, 

The admiral declares that supporting 
lhe Sinn Fein is inconceivable because 
they had sided with Germany in the 
war, He says that the promotion of the 
spirit of the allies depended chiefly 
m Great Britain and this country tak- 
ng the initiative, and that a permanent 
understanding between them will re- 
sult in peace and good-will throughout 
the world. 

The trouble in Ireland bids fair to 
continue indefinitely. Irish leaders call 
it a war, but at best it is a sort of guer- 
rilla warfare. The Sinn Feiners way- 
lay the police and military and shoot 
{hem from ambush, and the British make 
reprisals by arbitrarily selecting a num- 
ber of houses to be burned or destroyed. 
No effort is made to find-the guilty; the 
punishment is meted out practically at 
random, 

An effort to arrange a truce for Christ- 
mas was made by Father Michael 
0’Flanagan, acting president of the Sinn 
Fein, together with Roger N. Sweetman, 
a member of the Dail Eireann, the re- 
publican parliament. They entered 
into communication with Premier 
Lloyd George, but nothing resulted 
from their proposals. The Sinn Fein 
leaders are said to have resented the 
efforts toward peace and to have voted 
for a continuance of the struggle; this 
caused the resignation of Mr. Sweet- 
man, 





Thorn Blossoms for Royalty? 

Many visitors to the national capital 
remember with much fondness the su- 
perb view of the city from the heights 
on which the Episcopal cathedral of 
St. Albans is being constructed. Any- 
one on entering the cathedral grounds 
might easily imagine himself in old 
England, as there are many things to 
remind him of English cathedrals and 
English gardens. Even stones from 
some of the old English cathedrals have 
been brought there, to add to the ec- 
clesiastical atmosphere of the place. 


One of the curiosities is what is 
known as the Glastonbury thorn or 
Christ thorn. This plant has a rare 
history, for the tradition is that it was 
this kind of thorn from which thecrown 
was made when Christ was crucified. 
lt belongs to a very large botanical fam- 
ily, namely the euphorbia—of which 
there are upwards of 3000 known spe- 
cies. They usually yield a milky juice 
when cut or bruised, In some cases 
this juice is poisonous. Some of the 
wild tribes of Africa have used it to 
poison the tips of their arrows. 

The name Glastonbury comes from 
old Glastonbury abbey, near Bath, Eng- 
land. It was to Glastonbury, according 
‘o the legend, that Joseph of Arimathea 
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came as a missionary to found the first 
Christian church in England, and it 
was there that he brought the holy 
grail, or golden.cup used by Christ at 
the last supper. 

It is related that Joseph on reaching 
Glastonbury thrust his stick into the 
ground. This stick was from the Christ 
thorn and he had brought it from the 
Holy Land as a sacred memento. It took 
root and since then sprouts from it have 
been taken to many different countries 
A Puritan fanatic during the religious 
troubles cut the original thern at Glas- 
tonbury down, but it sprang up again 
afterward and visitors to Glastonbury 
ruins can still see it. 

The old story is that the Glastonbury 
thorn blossoms miraculously at Christ- 
mas, and at no other time of the year— 























unless someone having royal blood in 
his veins pays a visit of homage to it, 
It is even told that when the young 
prince of Wales, in November 1919 was 
in Washington and paid a visit to the 
St. Albans cathedral site, the Glaston- 
bury thorn put out a blossom special- 
ly on his account and that this blossom 
was placed in a silver box and present- 
ed to him, in accordance with the an- 
cient custom. 

The modern world is skeptical and it 
does not believe that there is anything 
peculiarly holy in a royal personage. 
So if the Glastonbury thorn blossoms 
out of its regular season it is because it 
has been encouraged to do so by well- 
known horticultural methods; and there 
is no miracle about it beyond the great 
miracle that is always being performed 
in the blossoming of any flower. 


Draft Population vs. Actual Population 


The American casualty lists for the 
war as published by our government 
show great discrepancies when the fig- 
ures for the different states are compar- 
ed with one another. The states of the 
North and West supplied one soldier 
to each 26 population and one casualty 
to each 300. The West supplied one sol- 
dier to each 25 population and one cas- 
ualty to each 377. The South furnished 
one soldier to each 28 population and 
suffered one casualty to each 493. These 
are the official figures. 

It has never yet been explained how 
it was that so many more soldiers were 
drawn from some states and sections. 
than from others, and why there were 
also a larger proportion of casualties 
from the West than from the North 
and East and also more from the 
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North and East than from the South. 
The fact is partly explamed when it 
comes out that erroneous population 
figures were used in calculating the 
draft quotas for the different states. 

Arkansas according to the census of 
1910 had a population of 1,574,449, and 
in 1920 a population of 1,752, 204; yet for 
draft purposes that state was counted 
as having only 1,594,835. Tennessee had 
2,184,789 in 1910 and 2,337,885 in 1920, 
but for draft purposes her total was ta- 
ken as only 2,024,353. For Kentucky 
the figures were 2,289,905 in 1910 and 
2,416,630 in 1920, and the draft figure 
used was only 2,024,353. 

Alabama in 1920 had 2,348,874 people 
but for draft purposes she was charged 
with only 1,946,536. For Mississippi the 
figures were 1,790,618 and 1,501,354. For 
Louisiana 1,798,509 and 1,688,862. For 
Georgia 2,895,832 and 2,486,544. South 
Carolina 1,683,724 and 1,384,203. North 
Carolina 2,559,123 and 2,146,266. Virginia 
2,309,187 and 1,951,521. 

It will thus be seen that in these 10 
Southern states the basis taken for 
drafting the Soldiers was not only be- 
lew what the census figures show the 
population must have been in 1917, 
when the draft was made, but that the 
figures so adopted were even below 
those of 1910. 

Turning now to the big states of the 
North and East, we find that New York 
in 1910 had 9,113,614 population but that 
for draft purposes she was charged with 
11,187,798; and her actual population in 
1920 was only 10,384,829. Pennsylvania 
had 7,665,111 people in 1910 but for 
draft purposes she was charged with 
8,981,682, while her actual 1920 total 
was only 8,720,017. 

Michigan in 1910 had 2,810,173 but 
for draft purposes she was given 4,015,- 
053, while her actual total in 1920 was 
but 3,668,412. Ohio had 4,767,121 in 1910 
but had to supply soldiers on a basis 
of 6,074,771, though her real population 
in 1920 was only 5,759,394. Connecti- 
cut in 1910 had 1,114,756 people but 
her basis for the draft was 1,719,623, 
while in 1920 she had only 1,320,631. 
Illinois had 5,638,594 in 1910 but for 


‘draft purposes her figure was put at 


7,227,952, while in 1920 her actual total 
was only 6,485,280. 

Prof. J. M. McKinney, of Chicago, re- 
ferring to these discrepancies in a let- 
ter to the Pathfinder says: “I am asking 
about this matter as a Democrat. I 
have always believed in the Democracy 
of Jefferson, Madison etc. modified to 
fit the times; but I am opposed to any 
sectional party and if the Democratic 
party is sectional rather than national 
at this time I’d like to know it.” Mr. 
McKinney wanted the Pathfinder to ex- 
plain how it came that the population 
figures for the Southern states were 
underestimated while those for North- 
ern states were overestimated. 

The Pathfinder has to confess itself 
powerless to explain this matter. A 
good deal of secrecy has surrounded 
the draft business and there are many 
things which, for one reason or an- 
other, have not been made public. Pop- 
ulation figures of some sort had to be 
adopted as a basis for the draft. It 
had been seven years since the census 
of 1910 and great movements in popula-

tion from the agricultural sections to 
the industrial sections were known to 
have taken place. Those whose duty it 
was to make up the revised estimates 
may have made allowances for this 
movement and may have overestimated 
it. 

The South is primarily an agricul- 
tural section, while the Northern states 
cited are primarily industrial. It is 
said by some that the industrial states 
were deliberately assigned more than 
their due share of the burdens of the 
war, while to a large extent the agri- 
cultural sections were favored. Just 
what was behind this policy is not re- 
vealed at this time. 

It may be that those in authority 
thought it best to give the benefit of 
the doubt to the agricultural sections, 
knowing that those sections would have 
to be depended on to produce the food- 
stuffs and raw materials required to 
fight the war, and that the industrial 
sections were bound to enjoy a pros- 
perity boom on account of the high 
prices paid for all war materials. 

These are matters which go into high 
politics and which are kriown only to 
a small] inner circle. It may be that 
when the full history of the war comes 
to be written all such mysteries will be 
explained—though that is doubtful, as 
there are many subjects which all gov- 
ernments consider it expedient to keep 
secret. 





Henry Ford in Financial Straits 


It was only a short time ago that 
everyone thought Henry Ford was as 
solid as the Bank of England. He was 
making so much money that he didn’t 
know what to do with if, and he became 
an “easy-mark” for all sorts of schem- 
ers who wanted to help him spend it. 
He bought railroads, mines, forests and 
water-power sites; he paid huge wages 
and big bonuses to his employees, and 
he carried on extensive and costly prop- 
aganda in the political and other fields. 

But the time catne when even the 
Ford income ceased to meet the outgo. 
Then things began to go to pieces. There 
were differences of opinion as to poli- 
cies and some of his best men left him. 
Then he closed up his great factories, 
thus cutting off his only source of 
revenue. 

All sorts of rumors are in the air, 
and nobody knows how much truth 
there is in them. It is said that Ford 
has been seeking a big loan—up to 
$75,000,000—and that the moneyed in- 
terests have given him the cold shoul- 
der. Ford has made many attacks on 
the capitalists in the past and natur- 
ally they are not keen to pul! him out 
of his present hole. Then his virulent 
and unnecessary campaign against the 
Jews has also made him many enemies, 
in powerful circles where the Jewish 
influence is dominant, ; 

In the last few days Liberty bonds 
have been slumping and it is whispered 
that this is due to heavy selling of such 
bonds by Ford. The report is that he 
is forced to raise many millions in 
order to pay the income tax on his last 
vear’s business, and that he also has 
other heavy drafts that must be met 
before he can resume business on a 
big scale. A large number of his em- 
ployees have been put back to work but 
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at best it will be months before things 
can be got into good shape again. 

Another blow was struck him when 
Morris Gest, a Jewish theatrical pre- 
ducer whom Ford had denounced, filed 
suit against him for $5,000,000 damages, 
Several years ago Ford prosecuted a 
damage suit against a newspaper that 
had ealled him an anarchist, and he 
got six cents damages; now he knows 
how it feels to be sued. 

Gest is the producer of “Mecca” and 
“Aphrodite,” two spectacular shows 
which Ford declared are the nastiest 
that were ever put on in this country. 
He said that Gest is “a great panderer 
to a public whose taste he has been no 
mean factor in debasing.” He puts him 
in the general class of “former boot- 
blacks, newsboys, ticket speculators, 
prize-ring habitues and Bowery charac- 
ters” who have degraded the American 
stage for purely sordid purposes. 

The Gest suit is at least a bully “pub- 
licity” scheme, for it will give these 
shows free advertising which will be 
worth miltions, so if Gest gets only six 
cents damages, as Ford did, he will still 
be the gainer. 

Harding to Pay Income Tax 

tevenue Officials say that President 
Harding will get about $18,000 a year 
less out of the presidency than Presi- 
dent Wilson has been receiving. Not 
that the salary of $75,000 a year has 
been decreased; President Harding will 
simply have to pay the income tax on 
that salary while President Wilson did 
not. 

Under a ruling of the supreme court 
President Wilson was exempted from 
the tax on the ground that he came into 
office before the enactment of the rev- 
enue laws imposing a tax on his salary. 
President Harding will only get the u- 
sual exemption of $2000 for a married 
ian. He may alsoclaimcertain business 
exemptions, but it has been figured that 
his normal income tax will be $5480 
and his surtax $12,940, making his to- 
tal tax $18,420. 


MeKinley’s Birthday Disputed 


Senator Wadsworth of N. Y., at a 
meeting in Washington commemorating 
ex-President McKinley’s birthday, gave 
an eloquent eulogy of the martyred ex- 
ecutive. “It was due to the vision of 
President McKinley,” he _ declared, 
“that the United States attained its emi- 
nence in world affairs. Guided by a 
divine Previdence, McKinley threw the 
weight of this nation -on the side of 
freedom and justice in the cause of 
Cuba against Spain, marking the first 
time in the history of the world that a 
nation ever engaged in war with an 
altruistic purpose.” 

McKinley was a leader and not a 
driver of the people, said the senator, 
and his foresight resulted finally in 
this country undertaking the Panama 
canal venture. Representative Cole of 
Ohio, likening McKinley to a river 
which grows in magnitude as it flows 
to the sea, said that he had long ago 
reached the ocean of time and that he 
will forever remain a world figure. The 
last time she had seen President Mc- 
Kinley, said Mrs. John A. Logan, was 
when he kneeled in prayer at the Met-

ropolitan church in Washington, wher 
he worshiped during his presidency.

Business Tending Toward Normalcy 

If sugar and oil are any index to th 
way prices are going, there is relief i 
sight for the long-suffering ultimal 
consumer. The wholesale price of si 
gar has gone below seven cents, whi 
is the lowest point reached for ov« 
two years. The sugar industry is in 
state of collapse and prices will prob 
ably sag still lower before the botto: 
is reached. This may mean ruin fo 
many of the Cubans but it is a blessing 
for the rest of the world. 

Crude off is also going down and 
the prices of gasoline and other oi! 
products are being shaded. The fig 
ures show that the production of oi! 
in this country last year broke all re 
ords and that we also imported an in- 
creased amount of oil. And still the 
consumption was in excess of the pro- 
duction. But now the consumption is 
falling off, for people are economizing, 
and the oil concerns are simply forced 
to cut prices. 

Many factories etc. are resuming op 
erations on a partial basis, at reduced 
scales of wages. Nevertheless wages as 
a whole are still double what they 
were in the pre-war days, and they 
will have to come down a good deal 
still before industry can loosen up. 
Many people have spent all their money 
and now have to stop. The people 
who have money are sitting tight and 
not spending anything unless it Is 
positively necessary. 

Some big department stores have ac- 
tually closed up for a period. Thi 
purpose is to make thorough invento 
ries; get rid of their war-time forces ¢ 
employees, who were paid about twic: 
too much, and resume business on 
new and lower basis. The banks hav: 
given notice to the merchants that the) 
must get rid of their present stocks b 
forced sales and that no money will b 
loaned to enable them to carry ov 
the old stocks till next season. The! 
must be a general clean-up; then th: 
new goods will come in, with better me 
terials and lower prices, and the whee! 
of industry can begin to turn again. 

Secretary of Commerce Alexand 
after a survey of the whole country 
says that people of all classes must pw’! 
together and put the value back into th: 
dollar. It is better to run along a while 
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without profit than to let things go to 
pot, he warts us, 

“The wage-earner must be content to 
accept a lower wage and the railroads 
must lower their freight and passen- 
ger rates” before there can be a great 
volume of business, he says. He cites 
that “the government found that it 
could do more business by charging 
two cents postage on letters than by 
charging three cents,” and he believes 
that others should take this lesson to 
heart. Too many people have thought 
that they could keep getting more by 
charging others more, but this game 
has now been played out and there is 
no “more” to be got by anyone. 


The war finance corporation which 
was revived by the recent act of con- 
gress f° > the special relief of the farm- 
ers is now functioning again. - But not 
a singie concern which handles farm 
products has so far taken advantage 
of the opening thus created. For one 
reason or another the foreigners are 
not buying. Germany is in the market 
for a vast quantity of wheat, but no-one 
is ready to endorse her notes until the 
indemnity matter is finally settled. Our 
farmers hardly want to give their wheat 
away, or send it to the Germans on 
someone’s bare say-so that it will be 
paid for some time. 

There is no obstacle to doing busi- 
ness With the Germans provided this 
matter of credit is satisfactory. A big 
deal has just been arranged under 
which about $50,000,000 worth of Amer- 
ican copper is to be marketed abroad, 
mainly in Germany. But that was a 
case Where the holders of the copper 
were willing to accept a very low price 
ind were satisfied with the security. 





South Demands Tariff Protection 


The world must be turning topsy- 
turvy indeed when they begin to hold 
tariff conventions in the South. The 
South has always leaned toward free 
trade, for the reason that cotton, its 
great staple, needed no protection. But 
now the South is diversifying its crops 
and its industries and we hear many 
voices there calling for “protection.” 

Just recently the men who are en- 
gaged in raising mushrooms have put 
in a plea of this sort. Formerly mush- 
room spawn was imported, but during 
the war period it has been produced 
in this country, and now the spawners 
vant a duty put on their product, to 
protect it from the invasion of cheap 
Kuropean spawn. There were many 
“mushroom” industries that sprang up 
during the war, but this real mush- 
room industry can be made permanent 
with a little encouragement, it is de- 
clared. 

Now the cattle raisers of the South 
ire asking for protection against the 
hides of Argentina end the meat prod- 
ucts of Australia. ‘che peanut raisers 
are up in arms because the cheap pea- 
nut oil of China and other countries is 
being imported at a price which is 
ruinous to them. The cotton planters 
have the same plaint, for cottonseed oil 
has been a valuable asset to them but 
it is now worth very little. 

No other country can compete with 
our South in producing cheap short- 
Staple cotton, but there is increasing 


competition-in producing the higher 
grades of long-staple. fiber, such as 
used for fine hosiery, high-class cotton 
textiles, auto tires etc. The other na- 
tions’ are planning to work every acre 
of soil they have that will produce 
cotton. 

Even then it is not likely that they 
will ever cut very deeply into the 
South’s monopoly. However, the great 
slump in cotton prices—below 13 cents 
a pound in some cases—is forcing the 
people of the South to turn more and 
more to other industries, and in many 
of these industries they are finding 
that they need protection. Hence the 
anomaly of tariff congresses in the 
South. 

A recent congress was held at At- 
lanta. Action was taken demanding 
protection on a long list of products, 
including cattle, sheep, goats, sugar, 
cottonseed, citrus fruits, tobacco, pea- 
nuts, long-staple cotton, cotton textiles, 
lumber, and many other products of 
the field, factory and mine. The pas- 
sage of the Fordney emergency tariff 
bill by congress was urged as an urgent 
relief measure. i 

The policy of “America first” as ex- 
pressed by President-elect Harding, 
was given emphatic approval. So also 
were his various declarations calling 
for co-operation between the North, 
South and West in adopting policies in 
the best interest of the whole nation. 

Vice-President-elect Coolidge made 
an address before the convention. He 
said that “geographical divisions and 
sectional lines in this country have 
been swept away” and that it is now 
time for the nation to fulfill its destiny. 
He added that while this country had 
not been given “any mandate of om- 
nipotence” and that it did not covet 
any “world sponsorship,” yet “we sub- 
scribe to the creed of the brotherhood 
of man” and we expect to do our part. 
But still we can serve the world best 
by serving America first, he believed. 

He urged that the products of the 
South should receive protection, so 
that they will be fostered and so that 
that section may flourish. “It is no 
criticism of protection that it benefits 
private business and private individu- 
als; that must be the result as that is 
the object sought,” he said. But this 
benefit of individuals resulted in gen- 
eral benefit to all the people. “The 
real concern of the nation is not mere- 
ly in erecting great factories; it is in 
the building of manhood and woman- 
hood. The welfare of the people de- 
pends upon opportunities for employ 
ment and our ability to pay good 
wages,” he declared. 

A large portion of the Southern peo- 
ple will still adhere to the basic policy 
of free trade, in spite of the new move- 
ment for protection. They believe in 
the principle of “buying where you 
can buy cheapest,” and they think 
things would be cheaper in this coun- 
try if there was no tariff. 


President Wilson Sees Play 
For the first time since his serious 
illness began, Sept. 26, 1919, President 
Wilson appeared in a Washington thea- 
ter Feb. 1, 1921, to the great surprise 
and evident pleasure of the audience. 
All rose to their feet and cheered the 


reappearance im» public of their chief 
executive who is now in his last month 
of service. No-one was apprized of his 
coming except the management of the 
theater, and the president was conduct- 
ed to his box through a stage door. 

Attendants said the president made 
his way from his automobile to his box 
aided only by a cane. He was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Wilson’s 
brother, J. R. Bolling. During intermis- 
sion the president shook hands with 
the manager of the theater, and the 
people chose to remain in their seats 
and look at him rather than to stroll 
out into the lobby as usual. 

The play was “Abraham Lincoln,” 
by John Drinkwater, an English play- 
wright, and the president seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy his return to the thea- 
ter. He responded to the cheering of 
the audience by bowing. Before his 
illness, even during the strenuous times 
of the war, the president often sought 
relaxation and recreation at the thea- 
ters, especially at a vaudeville house, 
and his appearance was so usual as to 
excite little interest.

But California really ought not 
to attempt to prove the snow was magnolia 
blossoms falling. It ought to accept the 
snow and point to it as proof that every- 
thing falls for California sooner or later.

Salting Unshelled Peanuts 

Heretofore salted peanuts, which are 
much in demand at confectionery 
stores, have been prepared by shelling 
the nuts and then mixing in dry salt. 
Everybody has observed that some of 
the nuts are bound to be too salty 
while others are hardly salty enough 
and that it is difficult to keep them 
fresh and crisp. A new process has 
been invented to obviate these difficul- 
ties. The nuts, unshelled, are placed 
in a strong salt solution and then sub- 
jected to a high air pressure which 
forces the salt through the kernels. 
They are then drained and roasted in 
the usual manner as needed. It is said 
that this salts them just right and they 
may be kept clean and fresh indefi- 
nitely. 


Reclaim American Roadsides 

In the past few years considerable 
attention has been given by federal and 
state governments to the improvement 
of the highwavs. Most gratifying re- 
sults have been obtained and plans for 
further extensive improvements attest 
that the authorities and the public con- 
sider such work profitable, as it is. 

Unfortunately American road-build- 
ers stop when the road surface is com- 
pleted; little or no attention is given 
to beautifying the roadsides or convert- 
ing their waste land to any useful pur- 
poses. The result is that many of our 
roads, including some of the finest and 
most-traveled ones are lined with un- 
sightly, pestiferous weeds and brambles 
and are marred by uncouth hillocks and 
depressions and by open ditches that 
are not always necessary. 

The highway department of the state 
of New York is considering ways and 
means for the mitigation of this nui- 
sance within the state’s borders, It pro- 
poses to plant fruit and nut trees to 
crowd out unsightly weeds and brush 
by the roadside and if possible to bring 
about the cultivation of alfalfa on all 
waste patches. 

This plan if carried out will add im- 
measurably to the beautification of the 
highways. At the same time it will 
render productive much land that is 
now unproductive and worse. More- 
over, road experts ‘declare, trees, by 
shading a road and so preventing rapid 
contraction and expansion, prolong its 
life. 

Unused roadside land throughout the 
country amounts to hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres in the aggregate, ranging 
in value from a few dollars per acre 
in barren, farmed-out sections of the 
ast to $300 to $400 per acre in the fer- 
tile agricultural sections of the Middle 
West. This land could produce valu- 
able foodstuffs for human consumption 
and rich pasturage for livestock. Thus, 
properly managed, it would become of 
no mean economic importance and at 
the same time might contribute materi- 
ally toward the maintenance of the 
roads. 

In sections of New England fruit 
trees have been planted just inside road- 
side fences, beautifying the highways, 
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keeping down weeds and yielding fruit 
which represents practically clear prof- 
it since it comes from land which other- 
wise would produce little of any value. 
In Europe where land is scarcer and 
more valuable than it is here highways 
lined with productive fruit trees are 
common, These trees are systematical- 
ly cared for and their fruits are harvest- 
ed in due season by authorized persons 
and marketed so as to apply on taxes. 
Thus the roads produce something use- 
ful and valuable. 
Look Forward to 1922 Eclipse 

A total eclipse of the sun is scheduled 
for Sept. 20, 1922. Astronomers are 
looking eagerly forward to this event 
as they expect it to present favorable 
conditions for further testing the Ein- 
stein theory. Already the field of stars 
that will surround the orb at that time 
has been photographed and a diagram 
has been prepared. The Maldive islands 
and Christmas island, it is believed, 
offer the best available sites for the ob- 
servation of the phenomenon. 


Gypsum Wall Plasters 





The U. S. bureau of standards has re- 
ported success in its experiments of 
mixing wood fibers with gypsum or 
plaster of Paris to produce colored wall 
plaster, The fiber, it is said, can be dyed 
any color desired and the texture of the 
plaster can be varied at will. As is 
well known, plaster of Paris becomes 
quite hard when the powder is properly 
mixed with water and allowed to “set.” 
It is much used for making plaster casts 
and as an ingredient in wall plasters. 
There are enormous natural beds of 
gypsum in New Mexico, Colorado and 
Texas from which almost unlinited sup- 
plies of plaster-making materials may 
be obtained. Mixing with wood fiber 
adds strength to the materials. 


Swaying of Tall Chimney 

A Japanese engineering professor has 
carefully measured the rocking of the 
celebrated tall concrete chimney at Sag- 
anoseki, Japan, when the wind was 
blowing at various velocities. He found 
that this chimney, which stands 570 
feet high and is a little more than 26 
feet in diameter inside at the top, moved 
half an inch each way when the wind 
blew 50 miles an hour. In a gale blow- 
ing 78 miles an hour the amplitude was 
found to be over seven inches—that is 
it vibrated about three and a half inches 
each way. Oddly enough the direction 
of the movement was invariably at right 
angles to that of the wind and the time 
of vibration was practically the same 
regardless of the velocity of the wind. 


Can Divining Rod Divine? 

Although scientific men generally 
pooh-pooh the idea that the so-called 
divining rod can be depended on to in- 
dicate underground streams or pools of 
water, there are thousands of people 
who insist that it can and does do so. 
The French Academy of Sciences has 
lately undertaken a careful investiga- 
tion of the matter. If they find that 
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hidden subterranean water actually i 
fluences the twig in the hands of t} 
“water witch” to incline downward. t! 
French scientists will seek to deterini: 
the nature of the force or influence 2: 
whether it will work for everyone 
only for certain peculiarly “water-s: 
sitive” persons.

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FRANCE 


Allies Fix German Indemnity. Pre- 
miers of the allied nations in a meeting 
at Paris. agreed that Germany should 
pay a war indemnity of 226,000,000,000 
gold marks, equivalent to about $56,000,- 
000,000. The payments are arranged in 
a sliding scale and will extend over a 
period of 42 years. The first two in- 
stallments are to be two billion marks 
2ach, and the last 31 are to be six bil- 
lion each. 

In addition it was agreed to impose 
a tax of 12 per cent on all exports from 
Germany. Another meeting of the pre- 
miers will be held in London in the 
last part of’ Fewruary at which Ger- 
many will be represented and invited 
to agree to the terms. Penalties to be 
imposed in case Germany refuses in- 
clude the occupation of more German 
territory and the seizure of customs. 
Austria was not required to make repar- 
ations nor to pay the expenses of the 
army of occupation. 

The question of reparations has been 
a source of bitter contention between 
France and England for a year and a 
half. Agreement in the conference was 
attributed by Lloyd George, premier of 
Great Britain, to the “admirable efforts” 
of M. Briand, the new premier of 
France. The greatest result obtained, 
according to M. Briand, was the “main- 
tenance by the allies of a front as unit- 
ed in making peace as in making war.” 
The collections will be in the hands 
of a reparations commission. 

The German press has pronounced 
the terms outrageous and riduculous, 
and considerable anger was shown to- 
ward Lloyd George., He is accused of 
surrendering to the exorbitant demands 
of the. French, who are anxious to 
crush Germany for their own safety. 
American commenters in general con- 
sider the sum within the bounds of rea- 
son and agree that making it definite 
will help the financial situation not 
only in Europe but all over the world. 
Some doubt has been expressed, how- 
ever, over the 12 per cent tax on ex- 
ports which is equivalent to a revers- 
ed protective tariff in favor of the al- 
lies. It is feared that this measure will 
discourage German exports and dimin- 
ish German earnings. 


ITALY 


Law Proposed for Workers. A law 
giving workers a share in the manage- 
ment of industries has been proposed 
to the Italian parliament by Premier 
Giolitti. It provides that each indus- 
try shall appoint a national council of 
nine members which council will ap- 
point two representatives to aid in the 
management of each factory. Employ- 
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ers oppose the bill on the ground that 
it would deprive them of technical in- 
dependence. They strongly object to 
the workers’ having a hand in the fi- 
nancial department. 


Communists Split Socialist Party. At 
Leghorn the communist party of Italy, 
having failed to secure an indorsement 
of. the Moscow third internationale, 
bolted from the socialists and announc- 
ed a program of violence, if necessary, 
to attain their ends, The socialist party 
rejected the third internationale by a 
vote of nearly three to one. 

Speaking at Milan, Robert Johnson, 
the American ambassador to Italy, ex- 
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pressed confidence in Italy’s ability to 
achieve commercial reconstruction. 
“Italy was the right flank in the war,” 
he said, “and new she is the right flank 
against bolshevism, demonstrating that 
only old-fashioned virtues can save 
mankind.” 


GERMANY 


Tried to Nab Bergdoll. Grover C. 
Bergdoll, wealthy draft evader who es- 
caped from the U. S. military authori- 
ties last April at his home in Philadel- 
phia, is now in Germany, where he ap- 
plied for and was granted citizenship, 
it is claimed. Two American detec- 
tives, with four Germans, tried to kid- 
nap Bergdoll together with*his chauf- 
feur, “Ike” Setcher, another draft- 
evader, at Eberbach, near Karlsruhe. 

All the American party were cap- 
tured by the German authorities, after 
some gun- “play. The Ameri icans claimed

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they were under orders of the U. S. 
military authorities at Coblenz. It is 
reported that Bergdoll stole the service, 
buttoh and discharge papefs of an 
American Legion man in Winnipeg, 
Canada, and thus secured a false pass- 
port to England. 

Gen. Allen, commander of the Amer- 
ican army of occupation on the Rhine, 
sent a formal apology to the German 
authorities. He had given no orders 
for the kidnaping of Bergdoll, and he 
greatly deplored the incident, he said. 
This apology is proper enough under 
international rules, of course, for 
though Germany and the United States 
are still in a state of war, the canons 
of polite drawing-room conduct are 
supposed to prevail, under the armis- 
tice; and neither side is supposed to in- 
vade the rights of the other or play 
any underhand tricks. 

It is still strangely true that Bergdoll, 
being a German American of great 
wealth, has been able to defy and out- 
wit the government of the United States 
at every turn, while loyal citizens have 
had to toe the mark. The authorities 
have had him in their hands time and 
again but they have, either deliberately 
or in gross carelessness, let him slip 
away each time. 

And now, to cap the climax, we find 
our government actually apologizing 
to Germany and expressing regret and 
humility because of this attempt to re- 
capture this man, who is the most spec- 
tacular draft-evader and renegade that 
the United States developed during the 
war. Probably the true inwardness of 
the Bergdoll case will never be made 
public, but it is clear that there is 
enough skullduggery in it to supply 
material for several melodramas or 
movie plays. 


BRITISH ISLES 

Punished for Seditious Speech. A Lib- 
eral member of the house of commons, 
Col. L’Estrange Malone, has been sen- 
tenced to six months’ confinement for 
utterances characterized as an “incite- 
ment to murder.” Speaking in London 
he advocated a British revolution, and 
in the course of his speech asked: “What 
are a few Churchills or a few Curzons 
on lamp-posts compared with the mis- 
ery of thousands of human beings?” 

CHINA 

Banks Lend to Government. Chinese 
bankers representing 27 banks met and 
agreed to lend to the government $6,- 
000,000 for the purpose of buying loco- 
motives and cars. The bonds are to 
pay eight per cent interest. Security 
consists of the equipment to be pur- 
chased together with the surplus earn- 
ings of tworailroads. This shows great 
caution on the part of the bankers, but 
the loan is a proof of confidence in the 
present government, which is some- 
thing new for China. 


INDIA 

Rioting Over Lands. Riots resulting 
in much bloodshed have spread through- 
out the district southwest of Lucknow. 
Large parties of villagers have been 
traveling about destroying the crops 
and the local police have been unable 
to cope with them. Troops have been 
sent from Lucknow. The trouble start- 
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ed with the effort of the landlords to 
suppress “soviets” established by the 
tenants, who claim they have been forc- 
ed to submit to illegal extortions. 

There is increasing hostility to the 
British among the natives. In India 
birds and animals are considered sa- 
cred and they are allowed to live un- 
molested in both country and city. A 
few days ago two European boys in 
Bombay yielded to the temptation to 
kill two pigeons. They were attacked 
by a crowd of natives and the police 
had to interfere. This provoked riots 
which resulted in a religious strike. 

It would not take much to produce a 
general uprising of the natives in India, 
as the feeling is intense. The Sepoy re- 
bellion of 1857 was provoked by what 
seems to us to be a very small matter. 
The Sepoys, or native soldiers, in those 
days had to bite the end off their car- 
tridges before shooting. The cartridges 
were dipped in tallow so as to lubricate 
them. The natives balked at having 
to put any animal product in their 
mouth,.as this is forbidden by their 
religion. The Hindus of those days 
also had other grievances but this tal- 
low incident was the spark that started 
a conflagration,

Shoes made fro mthis ma- 
terial are “much superior to leather and 
will wear longer and cost less,” Such 
are the claims. It is proposed to place 
them on the market about Easter time as 
in “Easter specialty.” Some of them 
nay last till April Fool, which is five 
days later. 

“Spells Down” the State. Velma 
Rhodes, a 15-year-old girl, recently won 
the Illinois state spelling championship 
by defeating an editor who spelled “giz- 
zard” with only one “z.” The “bee” 
opened with 44 aspirants to the title but 
after 500 words they were reduced to 
the final contestants. Niche, toma- 
hawk, renaissance, gazetteer and pro- 
teids were some of the words that did 
the most damage.

With an impatient air he took up the 
sheets that he had been reading. Christ- 
inas day was on his-nerves.

was a Startling figure in scarlet with huge 
epaulets on his lieutenant-general’s uni- 
form, as big a pot as ever boiled on any 
fire—chancellor, head of the government 
and of the army, master of the legislature, 
judging like one o’clock in the court of 
chancery, controller of the affairs of civil 
life, and maker of a policy of which he 
alone can judge who knows what ipterests 
clash in the West Indies. 

“English, French, Spanish and Dutch are 
all hereabout. All struggle for place above 
the other in the world of commerce and 
society, though chiefly it is the English 
versus the French in these days; and the 
policy of the governor is the policy of the 
country. He never knows whether there 
will be a French naval descent or whether 
the blacks in his own island will do as the 
blacks in St. Domingo did—massacre the 
white people. Or whether the free blacks, 
the Maroons, who got their freedom by 
treaty with Governor Trelawney, when the 
British commander changed hats with Cud-

“Lord Mallow did not see me when I 
passed him in the street, but -he soon came 
to know of me from the admiral and Cap- 
tain Ivy, who told him all my story since 
1 was freed from jail. Then he said I 
should be confined in a narrow space near 
Kingston, and should have no freedom; 
but the admiral had his way, and I was 
given freedom of the whole island till 
word should come from the Admiralty 
what should be done with me.

UR postal service, even though it 
© is being run on the profiteering 

basis, is not quite so bad as that 
of Mexico, where the government has 
just decreed that a “storage” charge of 
five centavos a day will be levied on 
all letters not delivered within 10 days. 
Some pretty heavy “storage” charges 
might run up on some letters if this rule 
was in force in this country. 

A very important letter was mailed 
to the Pathfinder in Washington Dec. 
31, and it was not delivered till Jan. 27, 
The distance covered was about three 
miles, which gives us a speed of 24 feet 


‘an hour or five inches a minute, 


At this rate a letter would get clear 
across the continent in 75 years. A boy 
in the first grade in school could write 
himself a letter in Washington; he could 
address it to himself in San Francisco; 
he could pass a busy life of more than 
the Biblical “threescore years and 10,” 


_ and when he was a great-great-grand- 


father he could go to San Francisco 
and be ready to receive his own letter 
on its arrival. 

But if by some chance the letter had 
been transmitted promptly and it had 
been held there in “storage” for the 
intervening 69 years or so, there would 
then be a charge of 125,925 centavos 
against it. Even then the letter might 
be well worth it, as a curiosity for the 
“collectors.” 

Many suggestions have been made 
for improving our pgstal service. One 
is that snails be employed to carry the 
mails. This may sound plausible on its 
face but there is absolutely nothing in 
the idea. A recent article in the Path- 
finder told us that a snail’s pace is only 
about six feet an hour. 

It will thus be seen that if the postal 
authorities had adopted this silly sug- 
gestion and used snails to deliver the 
Pathfinder letter it would have taken 


four times as long, and we should not- 


have received the important document 
we were waiting for until April 18, in- 
stead of Jan. 27. By using snails the 
service might possibly be cheapened; 
some postal employees might be dis- 
charged and the postmaster-general at 
the end of the year might be able to 
boast of a bigger “profit,” but we doubt 
if the policy would be found acceptable 
after all. 

Of course profit may be the primary 
object in running the postal system, but 
then promptness of service is also a 
consideration. The time element is 
sometimes important. 

If you write a letter congratulating 
one of your “girls” on her recent mar- 
riage, to a wealthy “catch,” you don’t 
want it to reach her several years from 
date, perhaps after she has secured a 
divorce and when she is looking for 
“Number. two,” If you send a presi- 
dent-elect a communication telling him 
who you want named as secretary of 
state, you don’t like to have several 
years roll around before getting his 
reply, and then find that he would have 
been glad to have followed your in- 
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structions if it had not been that they 
arrived long after he had made his 
selection. 

No, we do not overlook the merits 
of the old saw, “more haste less speed.” 
We realize that, as Gov. Pennypacker of 
Pennsylvania once so lucidly put it: 
“celerity is advantageously contemper- 
ed with cunctation.” But still a little 
more celerity and a little less cunctation 
in our postal service would help some. 

Some time ago we tried very hard to 
return a poem to an Arkansas poetess, 
as she had inclosed a stamp for re- 
turn postage. But our letter was sent 
back to us from St. Louis, stamped “Re- 
turned to Writer for Better Direction.” 
It was a mystery why the letter could 
not be delivered, seeing that the address 
was correct. Why should the postal 
service want to carry a letter a thou- 
sand miles all the way to St. Louis, and 
then carry it back another thousand 
miles rather than deliver it just into 
the next state, where it was addressed. 

It may be that the postal workers get 
so tired handling letters with poems in 
them that they finally give up in des- 
pair. Perhaps some of the sirupy sweet- 
ness of the poems oozes out and clogs 
the stamp-canceling machines or sticks 
up the hands of the mail-sorters and 
carriers. We think it would be well 
to have a commission of schoolboys 
named to look into all these matters and 
suggest ways to improve the service. 

Speaking seriously, the postal work- 
ers are among the hardest worked of 
all government employees; they are ex- 
pected to do impossibilities, and when 
criticized to “grin and bear it.” The real 
wonder is that the mails are as prompt 
and reliable as they are. Postal service 
is one of the very few things that are 
being furnished at the same eld price 
as before the war; on the average other 
things have doubled in cost. The fact 
remains that service is what the peo- 
ple want, rather than “profits.”

Chinese Compass Points South 


Ques. In China the compass points to

The earliest references to the use of 
the compass are found in Chinese histor 
dating as far back as 2634 B. C. The Chi- 
nese name for the compass is “ting-nan- 
ching” or “needle pointing to the south,” 
and the distinguishing mark is fixed on the 
magnet’s southern pole, while in European 
compasses it is fixed on the northery pole 
The Chinese compass would still point to 
the south in the United States, and our 
compass would point to the north in China. 
There are two points to a compass needle 
and it is arbitrary to say whether the com- 
pass points north or south.

Log- 
rolling is a term used for the maneuvers of 
politicians by which they seek to secure 
co-op¢cration in carrying measures through 
legislatures and other bodies. One mem- 
ber will vote for another member’s bill, in 
consideration of the other member’s vot- 
ing for his bill. In this way bills which 
could never pass on their merits sometimes 
become laws. “Filibuster” originally meant 
freebooter and was applied to those men 
who led expeditions to foreign countries 
for the purpose of overthrowing the gov- 
ernment. In politics a filibuster is one 
who delays legislation-by dilatory tactics, 
such as making motions, speaking at great 
length so as to hold the floor, etc. The 
awame is also applied to the act as well as 
the person. 





Gold-Beating Explained 

Ques. Is gold-leaf made from pure gold? 
if so, how thin can it be made?—Ans. 
Gold-leaf is made both from pure and alloy- 
ed gold, according to the color and quality 
required. A variety of colors ranging 
from red to white is obtained by mixing 
copper and silver with the gold in varying 
proportions. However, in cases where the 
work is to be exposed to the weather, only 
pure gold is used, as it is more durable and 
does not tarnish. The making of gold- 
leaf, or “gold-beating,” is an art of great 
antiquity and probably originated in Ori- 
ental countries. Gold is nearly as soft as 
lead and when pure is the most malleable 
of all metals. One grain may readily be 
beaten into leaves -which cover a surface 
of 56 inches and are only 1/282000th of an 
inch thick. A single grain may be drawn 
into a wire 500 feet long, and on ounce of 
gold may be extended more than 1300 miles. 
{n an experiment, one grain was beaten 
out te cover 75 square inches and only 
1 /367650th of an inch thick, or about 1200 
times thinner than ordinary paper. 


“Following” in Music 


Ques. Should the singer follow the play- 
er, or the player the singer? Who is re- 
sponsible for bad time?—Ans. This all 
depends on circumstances. If both singer 
and player are mediocre and do not pro- 
fess to know very much about music they 
should follow each other; that is, help 
each other by anticipating what the other 
is going to do and “falling in” with him as 
a soldier falls in step with the rest of his 
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company so that the unity of all is pre- 
served. Admittedly, if one is a recognized 
authority in music and the’ other is not 
it is up to the “lesser light” to follow his 
superior, whether singer or accompanist. 
Theoretically, of course, the accompanist 
follows the singer and unless the accom- 
panist can do this he is not considered pro- 
ficient as an accompanist. Where two or 
more persons are singing or playing to- 
gether for the amusement of themselves 
there. should be a feeling of co-operation 
and no one person should try to impose his 
leadership upon the others without their 
consent. Bad time is bad time, no matter 
who commits it. 





Shamrock, or White Clover 


Ques. Does the shamrock grow any- 
where except in Ireland?—Ans. It is gen- 
erally believed that shamrock is the plant 
more familiarly known as white clover in 
this country. If it is not the same plant 
it is a closely allied species. Wood sorrel 
is thought by some to be thé true shamrock 
and when grown indoors is usually called 
by that name. The shamrock is said to 
have been chosen as the national emblem 
of Ireland because St. Patrick used it to 
illustrate the doctrine of the holy trinity.

“Lenine” is one of the 
many names with which the soviet premier 
signed articles in revolutionary journals 
prior to the Russian revolution. His real 
name is Vladimir Ilyich Ulianoy. The real 
name of Trotsky, or, at least, the name 
he had in the United States, is Hermann 
Braunstein. 





Getting Power from Tides 

Ques. We live in mountain district where 
streams are used for generating electric 
power. Why is it that the tides along the 
sea-coast are not used for developing pow- 
er? We are being asked to buy stock in a 
company which intends to utilize this 
power. What are the prospects? Could 
not dams be made to hold back the water 
when the tide comes in, and use it for 
running dynamos? It is true that the 
power would be available for only part of 
the day, but could not this power be used 
to pump more water into higher reser- 
voirs, and this water be used for keeping 
the dynamos running between times, thus 
securing continuous service?—Ans. The 
scheme of getting power from the tides 
has been tried over and over again, dating 
from great antiquity, and it has never 
been a success. The tide does not rise very 
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high m most places, and it 4fows only a frac- 
tionofthetime. Power would simply be wast- 
ed if used to pump water to a higher level. 
it is possible to produce power and current 
by such methods, but the cost is so high 
that such a system could not compete with 
systems now in use. The big concerns 
ow all there is to know about getting 
r from tides, and they know that there 
nothing in the idea in a commercial 
nse. Rivers for water power and coal 
steam are cheaper than tide-power. 
\nyone who puts money in a tidal machine 
will most certainly lose it. There are small 
power plants operated by tides but the 
power produced is not enough to pay for 
e heavy investment.

to Do Bud Grafting 


Please give a little information on 
ow to do bud grafting of fruit trees.—Ans. 
Bud grafting is a very simple process; in 
fact it is much easier to do it than to de- 
cribe how it is done. A bud is cut from 
he stock which you wish to propagate. 
lhe cutting is done with a sharp knife; a 
hin piece of the adjoining bark and a very 
ttle of the underlying wood is cut off with 
he bud. A T-shaped slit is then made in 
bark of the stock or tree which is to 
be grafted. The bud is then slipped into 
the slit, between the bark and the wood of 
stock. Usually no grafting-wax is 
eded to cover such a graft, but a wisp of 
fia or* cloth is wound round the graft 
as to protect it. The work is done in 
spring before sap flows. It is best to have 
fuller directions if you want to make a suc-

Word Without a Vowel? 


Ques. Is there a word in the English 
language without a vowel? If so, what is 
it?—Ans. The answer to this question de- 
pends entirely on the definition of “word” 
that may be accepted, One definition giv- 
en by Webster is as follows: “An articulate 
or vocal sound, or a combination of artic- 
ulate and vocal sounds, uttered by the 
human voice, and by custom expressing 
an idea or ideas.” Another definition is: 
“The spoken sign of a conception or an 
idea.” We make certain sounds like 
“Shi,” “Pst!,” etc., which are articulate, 
and which convey definite ideas, such as 
silence, caution ete. According to those 
definitions the sounds represented may be 
called words though in the spelling of 
them no vowel is used.

The last expression, 
however, should be “a_ three-months-old 
child,” the plural form of the noun being 
used because phrases of this kind are not 
so current as to have developed into a

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Solution of Match Puzzle 


Some time ago we presented a puz- 
zle which consisted in arranging eight 
matches so as to form four crosses, 
stipulating that each match moved was 
to be carried over two others and laid 
across a third to form across. Here is 
the solution that was furnished by the 
author of the trick: 

Take up No. 4, carry it over Nos. 5 
and 6_and lay it across No. 7. Take 
No. 6 back over Nos. 5 and 3 and lay it 
across No. 2.

I suffer from his 
suggestive opposition; I am the victim of 
his dark moods. 

“If I want a concession from a _ local 
council, his hand is at work against me; if 
i see him in the street, I get a courte SY 
tossed, as- you would toss a bone to a 
dog.

LABOR’S SHARE IN INDUSTRY 

Resolved that labor should have a 
Share in the management and profits 
of industries. 

Arguments in Affirmative 

This is a question which is being 
widely debated at this time. The work- 
ers have gradually realized more and 
more that they were not receiving their 
due share of the products of their toil, 
and they are rebelling against the old 
wage system, in all lands. It is labor 
that produces things, and the Bible 
tells us that “the laborer is worthy of 
his hire.” 

Under the wage system the laborer 
has to take what is handed to him. The 
result is that he has always been down- 
trodden. He is “the Man with the Hoe” 
whom Edwin Markham pictured in his 
immortal poem, a man so bent and de- 
spised that he is little more than a 
clod of the earth. It is his work that 
goes to build up the world; it is he 
who pays for all the high living on 
which the rich squander their for- 
tunes; it is he who pays the interest on 
all loans; the rent of all property and 
the profits of all business. 


The wealthy magnates, living on “the 
unearned increment” of their holdings, 
are squeezing the life-blood out of the 
wage-earners. When business is dull 
they can close their factories and go to 
Florida, California or Cuba to enjoy 
themselves, on the profits of their form- 
er profiteering. The wage-earner lives 
from hand to mouth, for his wage is al- 
ways beaten down to the bare cost of 
living. So he can’t stand a period of 
idleness; he must surrender and work 
for whatever wages are offered to him. 

Is it any wonder that these lowly 
workers should be organizing and ris- 
ing up to demand a more equal divi- 
sion of the fruits of production? A 
system should be adopted under which 
each worker would share in the profits 
of the business. This would be a great 
incentive to him to produce more. 


Several months ago when the miners 
of England were loafing on their job, 
the British government made an ar- 
rangement with them whereby they 
were to have their wages increased if 
they would inerease the output of oal. 
They turned to and the official report 
just issued shows that the plan is a 
success. When the miners saw that 
they were going to get some of the 
benefit of the increased production, they 
labored earnestly to increase it. And 
thus, while benefiting themselves, they 
also benefited the rest of the world, 
which needed coal so badly. 

This is the principle which should 
henceforth animate industry. The em-

ployers and the workers should be equal 
partners, for both are equally interested. 
They should work together, instead of 
working against each other. 

Both should have an equitable share 
in the management of the business. If 
the workers took full part in this way 
they would then be willing to do extra 
work if necessary in order to meet 
emergencies; and they would get their 
reward in the form of a share in the 
profits. Their self-respect would be in- 
creased and they would take pride and 
joy in their work, instead of hating it. 

When an industry prospers it is only 
fair that the workers who are engaged 
in that industry should partake of the 
prosperity; it is not fair that all the 
profits should go to the employers. 
The employers should not be allowed 
to lay down the law for the workers, 
but the two elements should meet and 
co-operate on a level footing. 

All questions relating to the business 
should be decided by the workers and 
employers jointly. Business should not 
be suspended without the consent of the 
workers. They should be allowed a 
voice in all matters of management and 
operation and in the fixing of wages, 
hours of labor, working conditions etc. 

In this way we would secure that 
“democracy in industry” which Presi- 
dent Wilson and so many other great 
statesmen have urged. Though poli- 
tical autocracy has been wiped off the 

earth, we still have industrial autocracy; 
and the kings of industry are really 
more powerful than any crowned _ po- 
tentates ever were. 

If the workers had a share in the 
profits it would be to their interest to 
work long and produce the maximum, 
instead of constantly reducing hours 
and curtailing output. The world needs 
all that ean be produced, and democracy 
in industry is what is needed to speed 
up production. 

Our railroads are now almost wreck- 
ed. The men feel that they have 
not been receiving their fair share 
in the profits of railroading and 
they are determined to have a bigger 
share. This is proposed under the 
Plumb system. When men believe they 
are not getting a square deal from their 
employers it is natural that they should 
not work with a will. 

The workers in the steel industry are 
oppressed like slaves. They have no 
share in arranging their working con- 
ditions and hence they are always dis- 
contented and ready to resort to vio- 
lence. Stich a vast mass of discontented 
workers is a menace to the véry nation 
itself. It was the discontent of the 
workers of Russia that caused the revo- 
lution there; and the same may be said 
of the French revolution. 

Is it not good policy, as well as good

Points in the Negative 


There is no law to prevent the work- 
ers in any industry from working ona 
co-operative basis and thus enjoying 
their much coveted “share in the prof- 
its.” In fact they have tried it time and 
again—and they have always failed. 
They always find, after a while, that 
sharing in the profits has a string tied 


to it; namely they must also share in 
the losses. 
If you called for volunteers to “share 


in profits” you would find hundreds of 
millions responding; but if your called 
for volunteers to share in losses, you 
would meet with no response and you 
would have to foot the bill for the 
losses yourself, That is the way with 
human nature. 

When Jesus said that “the laborer is 
worthy of his hire,” he was speaking to 
his disciples. He told them to go forth 
and do the work of the Lord and not to 
ask for anything in return but to trust 
to Providence to look out for them. If 
the industrial workers would follow 
that plan, and not think so much about 
vetting more than they were giving, 
there would be plenty for everybody. 

The profit- sharing scheme is being 
tried now in Russia with a vengeance. 
Che bolsheviks seized all factories, rail- 
roads, farms, stores etc. and operated 
them on the profit-sharing basis, giv-

fourth of the farm land is-now under 
cultivation, and the railroads, mines, 
factories etc. are all reduced to this 
same low level of efficiency, 


Why is this? Simply because when 
people have to let others have a share 
in the profits which they produce they 
will not do their best. The majority 
of workers are shiftless and their ob- 
ject is to produce just as little as pos- 
sible and get as much as possible for it. 
Profit-sharing is a grand utopian scheme 
for the shirkers and ne’er-do-wells, but 
it would be suicide for industry in gen- 
eral. 

During the war many concerns were 
started up on the co-operative and prof- 
it-sharing basis, but the roseate promi- 
ses made for them have not been ful- 
filled. They could thrive on the pros- 
perity that was created by others, but 
they could not originate any prosperi- 
ty for themselves. And so hundreds of 
them have been giving up the ghost. 
As long as there were plenty of profits 
for everybody there were plenty of 
sharers, but as soon as the losses be- 
gan to show up, the sharers had busi- 
ness elsewhere. 

There can be no profits without losses, 
just as there can be no light without 
darkness, no beauty without ugliness, 
no good without bad, etc. You might 
as well say that everybody is good as 
to say that there are always profits; but 
we all know better. Not every deal 
will prove profitable.
